vention when, a fte r the republican* 
had refused 
to nominate 
him, he 
turned his strength to Senator Lodge. 
The latter however, failed of nom ­ 
ination and Charles E. Hughes wa> 
named to oppose Woodrow Wilson, 
Hughes then gained full support ot 
Col. Roosevelt.

At the time of the death, the only 
persons iii the house a t Sagam ore 
Hill were Col. Roosevelt, his wife and 
servant, 
( ’oh Roosevelt spent Sun­ 
day" evening reading, conversing with 
Mrs. Roosevelt and Dr. Faller, who 
found him apparently much improved 
and iii excellent spirits. 
He dictated 
a number o f letters. 
Despite his r e ­ 
cent return from the hospital where 
he was confined with an atta c k of 
sciatica lie had 
much 
of 
his old 
vigor. 
When Dr. F aller left him. R o o s e ­ 
velt was laughing and called “good 
night” most cheerfully. 
Mrs* R oose­ 
velt sat with him 
for 
a while and 
when lit* fell asleep she 
went to in i* 
own room. 


At 4:15 o’clock, the m an servant 
became alarm ed and called a nurse. 
But there w as 
nothing to be done. 
Roosevelt w as dead. 
M rs. Roosevelt 
was called. 
She took 
tile shoek 
gravely. 
Dr. Faller arrived a few 
minutes later. 
Roosevelt lay as if 
he were still sleeping. 
Ile did not 
move in Ins bed as he died, but lay 
ju st as he was when his wife stepped 
out of the room shortly a fte r mid­ 
night* 
The nurse was

the house be­ 
cause Roosevelt was suffering from 
an attac k of in ii ti a m inatory rheum a­ 
tism which was

Miss Josephine 
Stry- 
ker, his secretary, was one 
of the 
fir"t to arrive at the house. 
She had 
been notified of the end early this 
morning by Mrs, Roosvelt. 
Colonel Roosevelt wras sixty y ears

York, October 27, 1858, 
H e was the 
tw enty-sixth president of the United

ROBBED BY FOE 


Men Captured at Seicheprey Tell 
of Harsh Treatment by 
the Huns. 


REFUSED TO BE BROTHERS 


Attempt Later Made to Effect Recon­ 
ciliation Spurned by Americans— 
Corporal Who Refused to Work 
Hurled Down Mine Shaft. 


London.—“When they took us pris­ 
oners they held revolvers to our heads 
and made us give them our shoes, but 
when the armistice carne and we were 
set free a socialist leader made a 
speech to us, saying: 
‘We are now 
brot liers/ ” 
T his was 
what Am erican soldiers 
who returned to London from Ger­ 
m any— the first to reach here after the 
signing of the arm istice— had to say 
about the change in the attitude of 
their captors from the time they had 
fallen into German hands in April un­ 
til they were released 
on 
Novem­ 
ber 32. 
“When we were captured at Seiche­ 
prey,“ said Private Jam es Ik Pito- 
ehelli ol Providence, “the German sol­ 
diers held pistols to the heads of some 
of us and demanded our shoes. 
I 
managed to hang on to mine, but oth­ 
ers weren’t so lucky. 
They had to 
•walk 
barefooted through No Mari’s 
Land, 
cutting their 
feet 
badly on 
barbed wire or pieces of shell. 
All of 
us had to walk 30 m iles to the rear, 
w here wooden shoes w ere given us, 
and no one was perm itted to keep his 
boots. 
They told us— one general did 
— that they had attacked to get prison­ 
ers, but the n ett tim e they attacked 
the One Hundred and Second they 
would take no prisoners, because they 
had fought too fiercely.” 
T his was corroborated by Private 
Frank Butler of New Haven. 
Prisoners Exhibited. 
The 
Americans 
w ere 
eventually 
taken to Frledrichsfeldt, and no op­ 
portunity was m issed to show the 
American prisoners to the populace, 
for they were among the earliest to 
Iv taken. 
T hese Americans w ere taken to a 
camp 
where 
there 
w ere 
prisoners 
from all the other allied countries, and 
though 
there 
afterward 
seemed 
to 


be an attem pt to single out Ameri- 
! cans for better treatm ent, according 
to the returned men now here, they 
fared much the sam e as the others 
: during the earlier part of their irn- 
; prisonment. 
Until their own food 
; parcels began to arrive they got con­ 
siderable food from the generous Brit­ 
ish and other allied compatriots. 
More than 30 were detailed to work 
in ‘'cml aud salt mines, and one man, 
Corporal Lucien, who, it was said. re­ 
fused to work in a mine when ordered 
to do so, was marched off to tho pit 
bead and given another chance to de­ 
cide what he would do by the two 
Prussian 
guards 
who 
had 
him 
in 
charge. 
When he again stoutly re­ 
fused, saying ho w as not required, a s 
an under officer, to do so, he was 
thrown down the shaft and killed. 
The burial was witnessed, his com­ 
rades said, by a British sailor, who 
told about it on tile following day. 
Eventually 
the* 
Americans 
were 
taken to the prison camp at opladen. 
For their work they got six cents a 
day. 
Armistice Starts Riot. 
On November 9 they learned of the 
arm istice. On that day riots were pre­ 
cipitated in the town in which tile 
Americans were stationed, and ma­ 
rines had been hurried up to quell the 
disorders.

came that the arm istice 
had been 
signed 
and 
that 
all 
the 
prisoners 
were now free. 
It w as arranged shortly afterward 
that they were to la1 sent to Holland 
for transportation to 
England with 
English prisoners. 
The men were per­

and the people, us well as their for­ 
mer guards, w ere anxious to frater­ 
nize. hut got short shrift from tile re- 
! leased men. 
I 
A German who styled him self as an 
international 
Socialist, went to the 
camp to tell the prisoners how glad 
he was that the war was over. 
“We 
are all brothers now,” he said with 
much gusto, Hut this was too mueh 
to swallow after months of hard work, 
poor food and overbearing treatment, 
and one of the prisoners greeted this 
exclam ation with boos and groans. 
The Socialist departed as disconso­ 
late as did Sir Boger Casement when 
he ineffectually tried 
to curry 
the 
favor 
of 
Irish 
prisoners in other 
camps. 
A m uneventful trip to Holland en­ 
sued, and then the men were taken in 
charge by the British Bed Cross and 
w ent to Hull along with British Toiu- 
inLos who had been in the camp with 
them.

When American 
Destroyers Started 
Out to Convoy Merchant Ships and 
Transports They Knew Just Where 
to Look for 
Enemy U-Boats— De­ 
stroyer 
Crews 
Have 
Earned 
the 
Rest They Are Now Getting. 


When American destroyers during 
the last IS months of the war steam ed 
out of Queenstown to convoy 
mer­ 
chant ships and transports through the, 
subm arine-infested area of the North 
Atlantic, they went with accurate in­ 
formation of the vv hereabouts of the 
enem y U-boats as supplied by the B rit­ 
ish admiralty. 
As a destroyer flotilla moved out to 
sea the commodore would be bending 
over his maps w ith his navigators. On 
the maps w ere little rings, som etim es 
m any and som etim es only a few, each 
denoting where a German submarine 
w as known to be. 
Tile maps also had 
a cross mark show ing where the flo­ 
tilla was to m eet the convoy. 
“How do you know a submarine is 
about in that locality?” a destroyer 
captain was asked as he examined his 
maps. 
“Well, we know, and pretty definite­ 
ly,” came the reply with a smile. “The 
U-boat 70 is about here (pointing to a 
ring). 
She has been there three days 
operating within a radius of about 30 
m iles and will return to her base In 
four more days lf som e of us don’t get 
her. 
Numbers Also Are Known. 
“We don’t know exactly what vessel 
this one is over here (pointing to an­ 
other ring)„butjVYe think it is the U-G9. 


She’s going to hor base tomorrow.” 
The captain pointed out other Titles 
and he had accounted for all on his 
maps. 
This knowledge of the whereabouts 
of the lurking enemy w as not unusual, 
so accurate was the information con­ 
cerning the subm arines obtained 
by 
the allied nnval authorities. 
Some­ 
thing wus known of every submarine 
operating in the waters about the Brit- 
Lh isles. 
But knowing where a sub- 
murine might be and sinking it were 
two different operations. Un the wide 
expanse of w ater the submarine might 
change its plans or act against direct 
orders. 
All this added to the excitem ent of 
the chase as the destroyers plowed 
through the sea toward the cross marl;. 
The flotilla would go plunging and roil­ 
ing along until it sighted the ships it 
was to convoy. 
Cheers Give Greeting. 
The

crews of the destroyers would answ er 
the shouts and cheers of those aboard 
the convoy and then would turn sm art­ 
ly to the task at hand, that of protect­ 
ing the larger vessels from the pirati­ 
cal lurkers within the circles on the 
maps. 
The ere vat; of the American destroy­ 
ers operated from Queenstown through 
the entire tone, w h ich ’had w itnessed 
most of*the U-boat crimes against un­ 
armed passenger and merchant vessels. 
They knew how deadly the submarines 
were. All this w as an incentive to hard 
work and the destroyer crews have 
well earned the rest they are getting 
now after 18 months of activity and 
during that tim e have gained the ad­ 
miration of all naval men. 
The Americans are Idle now.

longer do the commanders study maps 
and worry over rings and cross marks. 
The Hun has gone and the Am ericans 
are enjoying their relaxation to the 
full.

Talk about slavery—what do you think 
of that? 
Mother say s that we mu*t 
walt—that it would make father a 
great deal of trouble lf it were known 
that I allowed you to write. 
I guess 
the soul of old Grlmshaw is still fol­ 
lowing you. Well, we must stretch out 
thnt lovely day as far ns we can. 
On 
the third of June. 1814, we shall both 
lie twenty-one—and I suppose that we 
<an do as we please then. 
The day 
is a I* ng way off, but I will agree to 
meet you that day at eleven in the 
morning under the old pine on the 
river where I met you that day and 
\ (iii told me that you loved me. 
If 
either or both should die our souls will 
know where to find each other. 
If 
jeu will solemnly promise, wrfte these 
w ords and only tbfcse to my mother— 
Amour omnia vlnelt, but do not sign 
jour name. 
“SALLY.” 
What a serious matter it seemed to 
me then I 
I remember that it gave 
Time a rather slow foot. 
I wrote the 
words very neatly and plainly on a 
sheet of paper and malled It to Mrs. 
lumkelberg. I wondered if Sally would 
stand finn, and longed to know the 
secrets of the future. More than ever 
I was resolved to be the principal wit- 
I ess in some great matter, as my 
friend In Ashery lane had put it. 
I was eight months with Wright Sc 
Baldwin when I was offered a clerk­ 
ship in the office of Judge Westbrook, 
at Cobleskill, in Schoharie county, at 
two hundred a year and my board. 
I 
knew not then Just how the offer had 
come, but knew that the senator must 
have recommended me. 
I know now 
that he wanted a reliable witness of 
the rent troubles which were growing 
acute in Schoharie, Delaware and Co­ 
lumbia counties. 
Ii was a trial to go so far from 
home, us Aunt Deel put It, but both my 
aunt and uncle agreed that it was “for 
the best.” 
How it wrung my heart, when Mr. 
Blinds and I got into the stnge at Cam 
ton, to see my aunt and uncle standing 


ny the front wheel looking up at me. 
How old and lonely and forlorn they 
looked I 
Aunt Deel had her purse in 


J u t hand. I remember how she took a 
dollar Out of It—I suppose it was the 
only dollar she had—and looked at It 
a moment and then handed it up to 
me. 
“You better take It.” she said. “I’m 
’fraid you won’t have enough.” 
„ How her hand and lips trembled! I 
have always kept that dollar. 
I couldn’t see them as we drove away. 
The judge received me kindly and 
gave Purvis a job in his garden. 
I 
w as able to take his dictation in sound- 
hand and spent most of my time in 
taking down contracts and correspond­ 
ence and drafting them into proper 
form, which I had the knack of doing 
rather neatly. I was impressed by the 
immensity of certain towns in the 
neighborhood, and there were some 
temptations in my way. Many people. 
and especially the prominent men, in­ 
dulged in ardent spirits. 
We had near us there a little section 
of the old world which was trying, In a 
half hearted fashion, to maintain It­ 
self in the midst of a democracy.

was the manorial life of the patroons 
—a relic of ancient feudalism which 
had its beginning in 1629, when the 
West Indies company issued its char­ 
ter of privileges and exemptions. That 
charter overed to any member of the

years, bring fifty adults to the New 
Netherlands and establish them along 
the Hudson, a liberal grant of land, to 
be called a manor, of which the owner 
or patroon should be full proprietor 
and chief magistrate. 
The settlers 
were to be exempt from taxation for 
ten years, but under bond to stay in 
one place and develop it. 
In tile be­ 
ginning the patroon built houses and 
barns and furnished cattle, seed and 
tools. The tenants for themselves and 
their heirs agreed to pay him a fixed 
rent forever in stock and produce and. 
further, to grind at the owner’s mill 
and neither to hunt nor fish. 
Judge Westbrook. In whose office I 
worked, was counsel and collector for 
the patroons. notably for the manors 
of Livingston and Van Renssalaer— 
two little kingdoms in the heart of the 
great republic. 
Mr. Louis Lntour of Jefferson coun­ 
ty whom I had met in the company of 
Mr. Dunkelberg, came during my last 
J* ar there to study law In the office of 
the Judge, a privilege for which he was 
indebted to the influence of Senator 
Wright, I understood, 
lie was a gay 
Lothario, alw a y s boasting of his love 
af!airs, and I had little to do with him. 
One day in May near the end of my 
two years in Cobleskill Judge West­ 
brook gave me two writs to serve on 
s< ttiers in the neighborhood of Bald­ 
win Heights for nonpayment of rent, 
lie told me what I knew, that there 
was bitter feeling against the patroons 
in that vicinity and that I might en­ 
co u n te r opposition to the service <»f 
the writs. 
If so I was not to press the 
matter, but bring them back and he 
would give them to the sheriff. 
“I do n<>t insist on your taking this 
task upon you,” he added. 
“I want a 
man of tact to po and talk with these 
people and pet their point of view. If 
you don’t care to undertake it I’ll send 
another man.” 
“I think I would enjoy the task,” I 
said in ignorance of that hornet’s nest 
back In the hills. 
“Take Purvis with you.” he said. 
“Ile can take care of the horses, and 
as those hock-country folk are a little 
lawless It will bt* just as well to have 
a witness with you. They tell me that 
Purvis is a man of nerve and vigor.” 
I had drafted my letters for the day 
anti was about to close my desk and 
start on my journey when Louis La- 
tour came in and announced that he 
had brought the writs from the judge 
and was going with me. 
“I wouldn’t miss it for a thousand 
dollars,” he remarked. 
“By Jove! 
I 
think we'll have a bully time.” 
“T don’t object to your going but 
you must remember that I am in com­ 
mand,” I said, a little taken back, for 
I had no good opinion either of his 
prudence or his company. 
“The judge told me that I could go 
but that I should be under your or­ 
ders,” he answered. “I’m not going to 
be a fool. 
I’m trying to establish a 
reputation for good sense myself.” 
We got our dinners and set out soon 
after one o’clock. 
I had read the 
deeds of the men we were to visit. 
They were brothers and lived on ad­ 
joining farms with leases which cov­ 
ered three hundred and fifty acres of 
land.

“Yes,” I answered with no thought 
of my imprudence 
‘‘Say, young man, by hokey nettle! 
I advise you to turn right uround and 
go back.” 
“Why?” 
“ Cause if ye try to serve any writs 
ye’ll git into trouble.” 
“That’s interesting,” T answered. “I 
am not seeking a quarrel, but I do 
want to see how the people feel about 
the payment of their rents.” 
“Say mister, look down into that val- 
b\\ thoro,’’ the stranger began. 
“See 
all 
them 
bolis*1?,—they’re 
the 
little 
houses o’ the poor. 
See bow smooth 
the land Is? 
Who built them houses? 
Who cleaned that land? 
Was it Mr. 
Livingston? 
By hokey n e ttle! I gla ss 
net. The men \ ho live there built the 
houses an’ cleaned the land. We ain’t 
got nothin’ else—not a dollar! 
It's all 
gone to Uie landlord. 
I ain for the 
men who made every rod o’ that laud 
an* who ow a net a single rod of it 
Years an’ years ago a king gave it Ct 
a man who never cut one tree or laid 
one stone on another. 
The deeds say 
that we must pay a rent o’ so many 
bushels o’ wheat a year but the land is 
no good for wheat, an’ ain’t been for 
a hundred years.

What a shouting 
and jeering in the crowded dooryard! 
I could sec the smoke of a fire. 
We 
reached the gate. Men in Indian masks 
and costumes gathered around us. 
“Order! Sh-sh-sh,” was the loud com­ 
mand of the man beside me in whom I 
recognized—or thought that I did—the 
voice of Josiah Curtis. 
“What has 
happened?” 
“One o’ them tried to serve a writ 
an’ we have tarred an’ feathered him,”
